UNITED NATIONS (AP)—Secretary Gen¬ 
eral Thant last night ordered the house arrest 
of Katanga secessionist Moise Tshombe. 

Western diplomatic sources said Iroopw of the U.N. 
Congo force placed Tshombe under house arrest in his 
presidential palace at Ellsabethville early last night. 

Thant’s announcement said the only way Tshombe 
can prove his good faith is to permit peaceful entry of 
the U.N. force into Kolwezi. 

Hr said that 'unless such 
proof ta given "there can he 
no mow question ot contact 
with Mr. Tshombe on other 
mallei*." 

The spokesman added that, 
therefore, the UN Congo force 
had been Instructed to rettraln

First-Day Vote Favors JFK 
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Promising Program 

A & AYOR R. B. Wilson has taken a firm and pro 
gresslve hold on the new year in the program 
of desirable achievements he has laid before city 
council in his second inaugural speech, and it is to 
be hoped—and expected—that the aldermen will give 
his proposals energetic and harmonious support. 

Not the least important of the plans divulged by 
the mayor la the projected inquiry Into police admin¬ 
istration and future requirements by former RCMP 
superintendent George Archer, a man of proven 
ability in this field. This study unlike Mayor Wilson's 
other objectives is perhaps not of immediate conse¬ 
quence to the council, but the results undoubtedly 
wiil be, whether the one-man commission makes only 
recommendations to improve the efficiency of the 
present force and modernize its facilities or looks for 
and finds reason to favor reorganization of the police 
services of the whole Greater Victoria community. 
Certainly the Investigation is a wise and foreaighted. 

If not an overdue, step. 

Several of Mayor Wilson's proposals can be seen 
as likely to be controversial to some extent: his 
suggestion for instance that a start be made dn the 
introduction of one-way streets. This will be a 
concomitant of development and consideration of 
further off-street parking buildings, progress on the 
civic centennial square and general revitalization and 
improvement of the heart of the city. One-way street 
ideas have never been readily accepted however by 
all of those most directly concerned. 

There are the seeds of argument on an inter- 
municipal scale too In the mayor's intention, implicit 
in his plan to have a long-range development scheme 
of the city’s own prepared to attend aggressively to 
Victoria's Interests vls-^vis those of the adjoining 
municipalities which have spumed amalgamation. 
The same intention is clear in his suggestion that a 
solution be found to the problem of Victoria being 
"in the unenviable position of owning and providing 
large areas of parkland outside city limits used by 
tlie whole community." 

In all these matters though the general welfare 
of Victoria's own citizens must prevail, as far as city 
council Is concerned, and if Mayor Wilson's program 
Is given the enthusiastic push it deserve?, from the 
aldermen 1963 promises to be a year that will grace 
civic annals as one of unusual advancement 

Legislative Affairs 

W HETHER Speaker Hugh Shantz has been 
prompted to test public reaction or Is voicing 
his own considered views on the operation of the 
legislature, his ideas for revising its practices are 
worth some attention. 

Most people will agree that MLAx talk too long 
and too loosely, and that debate would be improved 
as well as shortened if they stuck more closely to 
subjects on which they were particularly informed 
Cutting.the time limit on speeches would help to bring 
this about. 

There is nevertheless no real reason why a session 
must last each year only about six weeks, and his 
recommendation to eliminate the 40-day limit on 
sessional expease allowance has a sound basis. It is 
this .more than anything else which invites the 
customary dosing pell-mell passage of bills simply 
to get home, a factor easily' taken advantage of by 
governments to avoid proper scrutiny of important 
legislation. 

If need be a session should .last two or three 
months, including perhaps a recess, if the business 
at hand warrants it. This supports the idea that MLAs 
should receive a larger indemnity. An MLA s job 
goes beyond attendance at House sessions and is in 
fact a year-round part-time occupation. An Increase 
in remuneration would also induce more men of 
capacity to take part in this vital phase of public 
af lairs. 

Continuity in the Speakership is also a desirable 
thing, and there is Mr. Shantz's own experience to 
back his statement that it takes several sessions 
before a Speaker is thoroughly on top of an arduous 
and judicial lask. A greater degree of permanency 
would also enhance his authority and thus promote 
the better functioning of the legislature. 

As to the idea of having parliamentary assistants 
to cabinet ministers, this is something else again. 
The B.C. provincial legislature does not require such 
proliferation. These would In effect be junior min¬ 
isters, which in the present instance would mean 
that more than two-thirds of the government bench 
would be members of the government itself. 

That Is a top-heaviness hardly warranted; it 
might also seem to denigrate the few back-benchers 
left out of favor. 

Who Is Mr. Gregory? 

M R JOHN GREGORY is an American weapons 
engineer under contract to the Canadian defence 
production department and is currently employed in 
the electrical engineering division of the Halifax' 
naval dockyard. On Monday this alien expert had 
the temerity to call a press conference for the purpose 
of expressing his opinion that Canada's new Mackenzie 
class destroyer-escorts, now under construction, were 
already obsolete. 

Further to this he declared that Canada's whole 
defence policy was dictated by the political advant¬ 
ages it contained rather than any earnest desire on 
the pari of the government to provide the country 
with adequate defence weapons. 

Generously offering a corrective solution to this 
sad state of affairs, Mr. Gregory stated that Canada 
shoQid fulfill its flATO role by equipping, her navy 
with submarines armed with Polaris missiles.

Don t Prune Yet 


By M. V. CHESXIT. FKH* 

One question which has been 
cropping up In my mall with con- 
I slderable frequency lately Is whaf to 
| do about the pruning of newly- 
planted thru be. Do you rut them 
back hard, almost to the ground, as 
with roeea. or do you leave them be 
until their normal pruning season? 

As a general rule. I think It Is best 
not to prune s shrub at all Imme¬ 
diately after planting. By this, I mean 
g shrub planted within the last three 
or four months and of a variety 
which would ordinarily be pruned In 
the fall or winter should be left un- 
pruned until next autumn or winter. 

A rather different problem is 
posed by a newly-planted shrub of a 
variety which ti normally pruned In 
.the spring. How we . treat them thN 
coming spring will depend very 
largely on what kind of weather we 
get during the next five or six weeks, 
e /• * * 

If the late/winter Is mild and en¬ 
couraging to the proper formation of 
tools and If Ihe shrub seems lo he 
happily established and feeling at 
heme In its new local Ion. it should 
show aigns of vigorous growth in 
early spring and should leaf out at 


Its normal time. l*nder these condi¬ 
tions, there need, be no hesitation In 
Spring pruning ■ 

If. on the other hand, the shrub 
seems s bit reluctant to get going 
this wring. If la beat to treat It to 
a 111# wholesome neglect; don’t 
prune It, don’t give it any "spring 
tonics’* or fertilizers In an attempt to 
ginger it up. Just make It comfortable 
by stirring the soil surface over the 
rooting area to break up any crust 
and allow air to enter the *JI and, 
when dry weather comes, freshen up 
the foliage with a spray of clear 
water every time you 'have the bum 
out. 

* * * 

A good example of this type of 
shrub, normally pruned in thp spring, 
is the papular oeanothus Glotre da 

Versailles with lovely powder blue 
Towers in tote summer and autumn. 
Ordinarily tills one Is pruned In 
Marrh snd. In an established shrub, 
the new wood made during the post 
year Lx cut hack hard, almost to the 
old wood. 

An tnmporiani thing to remember 
when dealing with shrubs is that you 
can’t do them any serious harm by 
neglecting thrir pruning for a year, 
but they can be damaged permanently 


and Irremediably by brutal surgery 
at a time when their vitality is low. 
Many shrubs can go for years with¬ 
out any pruning at all and will 
flower all the better for It. Thera are 
a few exceptions, notably the deutzias 
and some of the spiraeas which 
should be cut down almost to soil 
level occasionally, but with most 
kinds pruning should be done on a 
basis of need’ rather than on a 
strictly annual timetable. 

* * * 

Usually, after a period of un¬ 
restricted growth, what Is needed la 
more of a genera] thinning than a 
pruning proper. This thinning 
naturally doesn't become necessary 
until considerable growth has been 
made and the centre of Ihe bush Is 
crowded and congested. 

1 still have a few copies of my 
Julia leaflet on the pruning of orna¬ 
mental shrub*, available on receipt 
of a stamped and self addressed en¬ 
velope and. If you have any over¬ 
grown and neglected specimens, this 
will tell you when to prune-and how 
much lo rut sway. Don’t expect any 
fancy pruning manual—it is only a 
single sheet listing the names of our 
mast common shrubs with a key 
telling you how and when to prune.
